The dental program for the public 
schools of Chicago has been in operation 
more than a year. The Advisory Com- 
mittee, appointed by Mr. James B. Mc- 
Cahey, President of the Board of Educa- 
tion, is prepared to report to the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Dental Society and 
to comment on the professional aspects 
of the project. 


DENTAL PROGRAM 


The dental profession has long recog- 
nized the benefits of a comprehensive 
program of dental health education, den- 
tal examination and preventive dental 
care for children, and many efforts have 
been made by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety and in other communities through- 
out the country to establish such a pro- 
gram. The dental profession has not 
been able to consummate such a pro- 
gram unaided, and public support has 
generally not been adequate for a long- 
ierm program. 


CLINICS 


The project in the Chicago public 
schools has been a cooperative program, 
sponsored by the Board of Education, 
the Board of Health and the Works 
Projects Administration. The Board of 
Education has established, equipped and 
maintained 36 clinics, and will com- 
plete 10 more in the next few months. 
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Professional Aspects of the Dental Health 
Program in Chicago Schools 
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The Board of Health has made available 
19 clinics and cooperates with its per- 
sonnel and supervision. The Works Pro- 
jects Administration has supplied the 
professional and the assisting personnel. 


COOPERATION 


Mayor Edward J. Kelly has given his 
support to the program throughout, and 
Mr. McCahey has been enthusiastic in 
developing the plan. The administrative 
responsibility has been ably carried by 
Mr. August H. Pritzlaff, of the Board of 
Education, and Dr. Carl Greenwald, of 
the Dental Division of the Health De- 
partment. The Committee feels that an 
unusually effective cooperative adminis- 
tration between these governmental 
agencies has been developed and that the 
officers concerned deserve the com- 
mendation of the dental profession in 
Chicago. 


EXAMINATIONS 


The program included dental exam- 
inations in 254 of the 340 public schools 
and 25 parochial schools where more 
than 211,000 children were given a den- 
tal examination. Parents were requested 
to obtain the necessary dental care for the 
185,000 children in whom defects were 
found. It is difficult to determine the 
number of children who were thus 
directed to the offices of dentists in Chi-

cago, but it is quite certain that a sus- 
tained program of this scope will have 
a cumulative beneficial effect over the 
years and the dental health of the Chi- 
cago children will be distinctly improved. 


TREATMENT 


In addition to the dental examination 
furnished all elementary school chil- 
dren, remedial treatment was offered to 
children who, because of low family 
income, were eligible, and a substantial 
amount of dental service rendered to 
those who otherwise could not have 
received it. 


ACCOMPLISHMENT 


As the Committee reviewed the com- 
plete report there was a general expres- 
sion of satisfaction in the accomplish- 
ment, and a distinct sentiment in favor 
of continued support to this project. 
The Committee recognizes the difficulty 
inherent in initiating and administering 
a program of this size and believes that 
each year it is continued will see im- 
provements in method and in results 
attained. One of the major difficulties 
appears to be the uncertainty of con- 
. tinued support from the Works Projects 
Administration and the necessity of ad- 
justing the program to its regulations. 


SUPPORT 


At the present time the support of 
this agency is essential, but if, as we 
believe, the program will establish its 
value to the community, means will 
undoubtedly be developed to maintain it 
as an essential function of the Board of 
Education and the Board of Health. 


REPORT 


A report from Dr. Carl Greenwald, 
giving more details of the results of the 
past year, will be published in a future 
issue for the information of members 
of the Chicago Dental Society. The 
Advisory Committee requests that each 
member examine this report and en- 
deavor during the coming year to give 
full support to the program. The com. 
plete cooperation of each practitioner in 
commending the school examination, in 
completing all necessary dental care for 
each child and in properly signing the 
certificate will do much to bring den. ' 
tistry to favorable attention in Chicago.

New Low Death Rate: According to the 
statisticians of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company the %941 January-June mor- 
tality experience of the company’s industrial 
policyholders set a new low death rate record 
of 8 per thousand for the first six months of 
1941. From present indications it seems likely 
that the rate for the full. year will be among 
the lowest in the company’s history. 

Among the respiratory diseases, pneumonia 
mortality for the first six months of this year 
declined 13.2 per cent below the rate for the 
corresponding period of 1940, while the tu- 
berculosis rate of 44.8 per hundred thousand 
is the lowest of any January-June period. 

One of the most “satisfactory” features of 
the 1941 half year record is the continued 
decline in maternal mortality, for which the 
death rate this year was slightly lower than in 
1940 and only a little more than half that of 


1935. And this was in spite of the fact that 
the marriage rate is up and the number of 
births has increased materially. 

The statisticians declare that the “only 
really disturbing element in the mortality 
record for the first half of 1941 is the high 
incidence of fatal accidents, particularly motor 
vehicle accidents, mortality from which was 
26.1 per cent higher than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1940.—J.A.M.A., 117 (August 
16) 1941. 

Health Supplies High on Priorities List: 
E. R. Stettinius, Jr., Office of Production 
Management priorities director, today am- 
nounced a “health supplies rating plan” un- 
der which priority ratings of A-10 will be 
given to provide scarce materials necessary 
for medical, surgical, and dental essentials 
necessary for public health.—Chicago Daily 
Tribune, August 26, 1941. 
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Dr. George W. Crane Talks Before 
Capacity Crowd at October Meeting 


Hal Totten Gives Intimate Glimpses of Baseball Players 
to Open Session 


“Keeping the Chair Hot,” was the 
slogan which Dr. George W. Crane, 
eminent psychologist, presented to a 
capacity audience at the Palmer House 
on Monday evening, October 6. “It’s 
how to fill the chair rather than how to 
fill the tooth,’ Dr. Crane went on to 
say. And he should know! Some time 
ago he conducted a survey on why den- 
tistry doesn’t appeal to the majority of 
the American people so he spoke as one 
having authority. 


PSYCHOLOGY 


Filling the chair is not so much a 
matter of extolling the virtues of certain 
scientific procedures as it is a matter of 
using the established principles of psy- 
chology. Psychology is not the high- 
brow science that it has been accused of 
being. Dr. Crane illustrated this point 
with a story. It seems that there was a 
certain mother doing the rounds of 
Christmas shopping accompanied by her 
5-year-old son. In order to keep him 
out from under foot, she sat him up on 
the counter while she finished her pur- 
chases. Returning to pick him up she 
found, to her discomfiture, that the boy 
wouldn’t get down. No amount of per- 
suasion on her part would budge him. 
A sympathetic sales person put in her 
oar, the floor walker was called upon in 
the hopes that his air of importance 
would influence the child, all to no 
avail. It was then that the mother be- 
thought herself of a well-known psycholo- 
gist on the near north side; she just 


couldn’t think of using corporal punish- - 


ment! After a short wait the psycholo- 
gist appeared, walked over to the boy 
and whispered something in his ear, 
whereupon he promptly jumped down. 
The mother, having proven that her 
judgment had been vindicated, sailed

off down the aisle, son in tow. The floor- 
walker, however, was curious and asked 
the psychologist what it was he said to 
the boy. “I said,” replied he, “Get 
down off that counter, you little brat, or 
Pll knock your block off.” 


SELLING DENTISTRY 


You can’t sell dentistry with your 
elbows. Rubbing elbows in church, clubs 
and fraternal organizations may make 
people think you’re a nice fellow per- 
sonally but it won’t lead them into your 
offices. “You must tell ’em if you would 
sell °em.” Both the medical and dental 
graduate is turned loose on a suffering 
public with no knowledge of how to 
merchandise his product and_ with 
scarcely any idea of the credit angle of 
his business. The dental schools seem 
to have imbued their graduates with the 
fake doctrine that if a man can make a 
better mouse-trap than his neighbor, even 
though he build his home in the depths 
of the forest, the world will make a 
beaten path to his door. That doctrine 
might have been all right a half century 
ago when the country was mostly rural 
but it has no place in the modern set-up. 
This is a verbal age and the dentist must 
have as much ability in manipulating his 
tongue as in manipulating his fingers. 
Few patients question the excellence of 
American dentistry, the majority take it 
for granted. So—you can be the best 
dentist in the world but if you can’t fill 
your chair, what’s it get you?

All Scientific Sections Cover Their Respective 
Fields Most Thoroughly 


A perusal of the preliminary program 
of the Eighty-Third Annual Meeting of 
the American Dental Association cannot 
help giving the reader a variety of reac- 
tions. The first reaction is that the names 
of the men and their cities listed in the 
program mean little to the average 
reader with the exception of those peren- 
nial speakers who appear at each Ameri- 
can Dental Association convention. It 
has been suggested that a short biograph- 
ical sketch be included after each name 
rather than a mere mention of the 
speaker’s city in order to arouse greater 
interest. 


CHILDREN’S DENTISTRY 


A careful analysis of the program will 
disclose an outstanding array of sub- 
jects and speakers coming under the 
heading of Children’s Dentistry and Oral 
Hygiene. In this section, the selection 
of talent and subject matter far sur- 
passes anything previously offered. This 
bespeaks a fine understanding and real- 
ization that dentistry for children is im- 
portant. Three very worthwhile days 
could be spent in this section alone. A 
series of six papers relating to the prob- 
lem of dental caries shows a renewed 
interest on the part of the practitioners 
regarding this problem. Such men as 
Dr. W. W. Wainwright, of San Fran- 
cisco, Dr. A. L. Jensen, of Berkeley, Dr. 
E. C. McBeath, of New York City, Dr. 
Milton Hanke, of Chicago, and others 
will present their findings.

The Committee should 
be commended for its conservative point 
of view.

Omitted is a Practice Management 
and Economics Section. Why that sec- 
tion should not be a part of a national 
convention in a time of economic adjust- 
ment is a question that many men will 
ask. If there are a few dubious mem- 
bers who think the subject is not timely, 
how can the attendance of over six 
hundred at the Chicago Dental Society 
meeting to hear Dr. George W. Crane 
speak that rainy night of October 6 at 
the Palmer House be accounted for? 

Orthodontia seems to have veered 
from the appliances to a discussion of 
age factors and prevention and _ here, 
too, outstanding men will address those 
attending the sessions. 

Operative Dentistry again offers the 
usual in cavity preparations, gold foil, 
interspersed with Pathologic Vital Tooth 
with Case Reports by Dr. George R. 
Warner, of Denver, and Removal of 
Fluorine Stain by Dr. H. A. Berry of 
Holbrook, Arizona.

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EDITORIAL 


STUDY CLUB CLASSES RENEWED 


A question that will soon be answered is whether or not the members of 
the Chicago Dental Society are sufficiently interested in postgraduate edu- 
cation to warrant study club classes sponsored by the Society. 


A program of courses is announced in this issue and the reaction to the 
new arrangement and the registrations for these courses outlined will 
determine in a large measure the future policy on this problem. The 
three dental colleges in Chicago have generously cooperated with the Study 
Club Commission in making these classes possible. They are placing at the 
disposal of our members the facilities and the personnel that are needed, 
thus relieving the Society of a burden which past experience proved to be 
excessive in proportion to its use. With the courses quartered in teaching 
institutions those participating should be assured of adequate equipment, 
material and trained technical assistance. 


The colleges likewise are providing the staff of instructors. These trained 
teachers with their well known and excellent reputations place the quality 
of instruction on a high plane. The subjects they are scheduled to present 
are among the most interesting and popular in the dental field. These are 
Complete Denture Prosthesis, under the direction of Dr. R. O. Schlosser, 
of Northwestern University Dental School; The Use of Acrylic Resins in 
Dentistry, under Dr. Stanley D. Tylman, of the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Dentistry, and Periodontia, under Drs. Edgar D. Coolidge, Balint 
Orban and Joseph P. Weinmann, all of the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery, Dental School of Loyola University. 


Only three courses are being offered; not enough to meet the demands 
that it would seem must exist in an organization of over 3,200 members. 
However, the decline in interest which is evidenced by the diminishing 
registrations for former study courses necessitates this very modest attempt 
at revival. 


It is not necessary to dwell on the progress that dentistry has made during 
the last century and to point to the advances that are bound to continue. 
That is obvious and it seems just as obvious that the only way a dental 
practice can be kept abreast of progress is by continual study of new technics 
and methods. Study club courses under competent direction offer one of 
the best means of keeping pace. 


The program which the Study Club Commission offers merits the support 
of an enthusiastic registration and the Commission deserves that encourage- 
ment. The officers of the Society and the Commission are anxious to 
provide postgraduate instruction for they are aware of its need. They 
cannot, however, be expected to seek the means for providing it if their 
attempts meet with apathy. 


It is said that no one knows more about dentistry than the senior dental 
student on graduation day. If the courses that are being offered do not 
elicit a hearty registration, we will suspect that there may be more than an 
element of truth in this statement.—Robert G. Kesel. 
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Plans Well Under Way for the Scientific Program 
of the 1942 Midwinter Meeting

The Annual Midwinter Meeting, 
plans for which are well under way, is 
an enormous undertaking that requires 
numerous meetings and much hard work 
on the part of the officers and commit- 
tees of the Society. 

To keep the general membership ad- 
vised as to the duties, functions and 
headaches involved in achieving the 
smooth and interesting sessions of the 
Midwinter Meeting, THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW has assigned the writer to re- 
port on the building of the convention 
from the ground up. 


PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The first group to begin activity was 
the Program Committee. It has as its 
chairman, Dr. Otto W. Silberhorn and 
Dr. Mefford J. Couch, as vice-chairman. 
The other men included on this Com- 
mittee are the section chairmen and vice- 
chairmen, who, together with the officers 
of the Society, were present at its initial 
meeting. 

The first task of this Committee is to 
decide what type of program is to be 
presented. After this has been tenta- 
tively decided, the available clinicians 
and essayists are discussed. The critical 
analysis of the qualifications of each 
possible choice is entered into whole- 
heartedly by every man present. The 
scout system used by the Society aids 
materially in the selection of speakers. 
Well qualified men attend the meetings 
of the surrounding states and score each 
speaker on the following points: educa- 
tional value, interest, and method of 
presentation. 


BUDGET 
The next problem encountered is to 


keep the cost of each section program 
within the budget. Economy without 


losing quality is not easy because clini- 
cians are called in from all parts of the 
country and the cost of bringing them 
to Chicago varies. This is the reason 
that some sections have only a few men 
appearing on the program, but the 
Committee’s aim is to make certain that 
those who do speak are men of the high- 
est type. 

Another important decision made by 
this Committee is the selection of the 
day on which the various papers and 
clinics are to be presented. This se- 
quence must be carefully planned so that 
the day a paper is read it will reach the 
largest number of men. Wednesday is, 
for instance, the most important day of 
the meeting and the highlights of the 
program will be presented at that time. 
The plan for the 1942 Meeting is to 
have essay programs on Tuesday after- 
noon, Wednesday afternoon and Thurs- 
day forenoon. The Limited Attendance 
Clinics will be on Monday afternoon, 
Tuesday morning and Wednesday morn- 


ing. 
ACRYLICS 


The newest achievements in dentis- 
try, the use and processing of acrylics, 
will be discussed thoroughly in the Op- 
erative, Crown and Bridge, and Denture 
sections. The thought in back of this is 
that the average dentist, engaged in 
making a living out of his profession, 
does not have the time or energy left to 
pry into the details of the newer devel- 
opments. Here is his chance to see the 
correct methods of handling them to the 
advantage of his patients and himself. 

At this meeting the Program Com- 
mittee also had the opportunity of see- 
ing the space to be occupied by the vari- 
ous sections at the new meeting place, 
the Palmer House. Many advantages 


were noted, such as: air-conditioning 
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throughout, sound-proof rooms, a more 
luxurious atmosphere, the appearance of 
greater neatness, the practical grouping 
of all clinic rooms and, of course, the 
greater accessibility of restaurants, park- 
ing places and outside entertainment. 


ORAL DIAGNOSIS 


Many members of the Society have 
expressed the belief, from time to time, 
that additional knowledge of oral diag- 
nosis would be useful. This year the 
Midwinter Meeting will present a clinic 
on this important subject. Dr. Henry F. 
Andree, Chairman, and Dr. A. C. 
Kuncl, Vice-Chairman, of the Clinic 
Committee, have named Dr. John H. 
Hospers to take charge of this depart- 
ment. 

“The Society can be assured,” Dr. 
Hospers said, “that the men heading the 
various branches will be able men in 
their chosen fields.” Thus, the member- 
ship will have an opportunity to note 
how specialists tackle the problem case 
and to obtain suggestions as to the best 
possible treatment. 


CLINIC PROGRAM 


The other divisions of the clinic pro- 
gram are being arranged by Dr. Reuben 
A. Anderson on Oral Surgery, Dr. Fred 
N. Bazola on Crown and Bridge, Drs. 
Walter C. Ladwig and Harry H. Birkett 
on Full Dentures, Dr. Lawrence R. Pea- 
cock on Orthodontia, Dr. C. L. Watkins 


on Therapeutics, Dr. Josephine Vander 
Wolff on Children’s Dentistry, and Dr. 
Daniel K. Robinson on Miscellaneous 
Subjects. 

Both the Grand Ball Room and the 
Red Lacquer Room are to be used by the 
Clinic Committee. The fine talent, plus 
the additional space and the facilities 
provided by the new meeting place will, 
Committee members believe, make this 
program very popular.

N.Y.A. HEALTH 
UNITS REPORT 


The health units of the National 
Youth Administration for New York 
City and Long Island examined 13,297 
young men and women during the eleven 
month period ended July 31, according 
to a recent report.t The defects and 
diseases most frequently found were 
dental defects in 92.6 per cent, visual 
defects in 40 per cent, malnutrition in 
14.3 per cent and cutaneous lesions in 
11.5 per cent. Diseases of the nose and 
throat occurred in 8.5 per cent, heart 
disease in 5.5 per cent and high blood 
pressure in 4 per cent. Those who 
showed need for remedial treatment 
were referred to private physicians, pri- 
vate dentists or hospital and dental clin- 
ics if they could not afford private care. 
Arrangements for the work of the N.Y.A. 
health units were made through the co- 
operation of the New York City Depart- 
ment of Health, the health commission- 
ers of Nassau and Suffolk counties and 
the Suffolk and Nassau county medical 
societies.
